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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Palowski control SFR is 
located on an expansion device and not in the processor itself, there is no claim limitation which supports applicant's argument (applicant 
does not restrict the control SFR to be on the processor itself) Applicant argues that Palowski's control SFR does not control whether or 
not the processor changes which one of the at least two parallel addresses is accessed, again there is no claim limitation in claim 1 
which supports this argument. Palowski does control whether or not the processing device updates the at least two addresses as a side 
effect of executing the memory access function, the auto-increment/decrement is the side effect update (and the control SFR controls its 
function). Applicant's claim 3 further supports the application of Palowski's auto-increment/decrement as the side effect update, since this 
is applicant's side effect update as well. Applicant argues that since Dallas discloses an integrated chip microcontroller and Palowski's 
control SFR is external, that no motivation for combination exists. Dallas discloses a 8051 derivative which is instruction set and pin 
compatable with the 8051. Palowski discloses an I/O expansion method for single chip microcontroller and shows in figure 3, a system 
using a 8051 derivative device, this actually strengthens the motivation for combination of Dallas and Palowski. .
